man, if you want to storm the 
gates of Hollywood, now is your 
time.to march. 


"Young people are welcome 


now, because everybody real- 
izes we must have new blood," 
said veteran producer-director 
Fred Zinneman. 


"Talent is the thing. If you 


have talent, you are very much 
needed. If not, you might as 
well beat your head against a 
wall." 


There was no welcome mat 


out 
for Zinneman, when he 


came to the film colony from 
Vienna, Austria, after he aban- 
doned earlier plans to become 
either a concert violinist or a 
lawyer. 


"When I first set foot in Los 


Angeles," he recalled, "there 
was still an obsolete ordinance 
in effect 
making it illegal to 


shoot rabbits from the rear plat- 
form of street cars. 


"It was very hard to become 


a director then. Everything was 
channeled .The big s t u d i o s 
weren't 
taking c h a n ces on 


young people. 


"It's completely changed now. 


There is no central authority, no 
frcnt 
office anymore. Every- 


thing is more wide open." 


Zinneman started as an extra 


and also worked as a script 
clerk. 


Although he won an Academy 


Award in 1938 for a film short, 
it wasn't until he made "The 
Search" in 1948 that his direc- 
torial genius was fully recog- 
nized— 19 years after he arrived 
in Hollywood with high hopes 
and empty pockets. 


His hopes are still as high, but 


his pockets are no longer emp- 
ty. Today, the slender, grizzle- 
haired, 57-year-old director is 
regarded as one of the half-doz- 
en or so master magicians ol 
screen drama—sensitive, poetic 


imaginative, 
"From 
Here to 


irought him a second Oscar, 
and He has been nominated for 
an Academy Award six other 
times. He is a 
painstaking 


raftsman and his total output 
is small — fewer than 20 major 
productions. 


"Everybody works in his own 


way," he said almost apologeti- 
cally. "It has nothing to do with 
quality. I just happen to work 
slow. It takes me a long time to 
find a good sory, I have to feel 
I am in love with it, or else I 
can't tell it well." 


Fred feels the industry's fu 


ture is bright and says that i. 
good picture now — "but it has 
to be really good" — can make 
more money than ever before. 


"We have advanced a great 


deal. When I started, they used 
to say we were making pictures 
lor an audience whose average 
mental age was only 12 years. 
Well," he grinned and added: "I 
think now the average age is 18 
or up." 


But like many 
old-timers 


Fred thinks the stars of yester 
year were more glamorous than 
those of today. 


"They were remote and ro 


mantic," he said. "Now they get 
(oo close to the people. 


"They want to seem just like 


the boy or girl next door. That 
a mistake. People don't go to 
the movies to see the boy or gir 
next door." 


Fred said that in film making 


he isn't particularly trying to 
prove anything to anyone. 


"I am too old and too con 


fused to define the meaning 
life," he remarked. "Life ha 
too many 
meanings and too 


many levels. 


"Nor can I put my pnilosoph, 


into words. I try to put it into 
my pictures. Essentially, I sup 
pose it is this: A man has to live 
up to his convictions in thj 
world — or be lost."

Viet Nam Crisis 
Eases With No 
Attack by Reds

(AP)—Premier Nguyen Khanh 
decreed a state of emergency 
today and ordered general mo- 
bilization of manpower and re- 
sources with a declaration that 
"the coming weeks will be de- 
cisive" in South Viet Nam's 
struggle against 
the Commu- 


nists. 


Military courts were empow- 


ered in this offshoot 
of the 


Tonkin Gulf crisis to impose 
summary death sentences on all 
terrorists, saboteurs and black- 
market speculators, 
with no 


right of appeal. 


A tense night passed quietly 


on 
the northern frontier and 


American advisers with the Vi- 
etnamese 1st Dvision in that 
danger zone said they doubted 
that the Communist North Viet- 
namese would attempt an inva- 
sion. 


"If they had moved in anger, 


they would have hit us one way 
or another by now," said Maj. 
William McMullcn of Lon gls- 
land, N.Y. 


But reinforced defense units 


kept up a sharp watch all along 
the 50-mile border, which cuts 
across inland mountains to Laos 
from a swampy plain on the 
South China Sea. Tanks, artil- 
lery and camouflaged riflemen 
stood guard aground; U.S. re- 
connaissance jets sped constant- 
ly overhead.

— —fields with the gas but no oil 
— in the Arkansas valley are 
common in the mid-continent 
area. 


Most oil wells are not gushers. 


One of the new discoveries this 
year produces 32 barrels a day. 
But at the going rate of $2.50 
per barrel, the well represents 
a steady, solid income for the 
person or, firm which owns it.

Price was the last to see the 


three civil rights workers before 
they fell into the hands of killers 
last June 21.
